NATION OF ISLAM I 

In January, 1957* a source advised that ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD has described his organization on a nationwide 
basis as the "Nation of Islam 1 ' and "Muhammad's Temples 
of Islam. ' 


On April 29, 1966, a second source advised that, 
ELIJAH MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of 
Islam (NOI)* Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 
South Greenwood fve nue, Chicago, Illinois, is the 
national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, MUHAMMAD 
and other NCI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
'Bosque' or "Temple'* when mentioning one of Muhammad’s 
Temples of Islam." 

The HOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. 

MUHAMMAD claims to have been selected by ALLAH, the 
Supreme Deing, to lead the so-called Negro race out of 
slavery in the wilderness of Worth America by establishing 
an independent black nation in the United States. 

Members following MUHAMMAD ' s teachings and his 
interpretation of the :, Koran fi believe there is no such 
thing as a Negro, that the so-called Negroes are slaves 
of the white race, referred to as ‘white devils. In the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching 'War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the pro- 
visions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On Hay 5, 1958, the first source advised that 
MUHAMMAD had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his 
personal statements arid instructions to his ministers con- 
cerning the principles of his organization in order to 
avoid possible prosecution by the United States Government’

however, he did not indicate any fundamental changes in the 
teachings of his organization. 

On Hay 2, 1966, a third source advised that 
MUHAMMAD had, early in July, 1958, decided to de- 
emphasize the religious aspects of the teachings of Tslam 
and to stress the economic benefits to be derived by 
those Negroes who Joined the HOI. This policy change, 
according to MUHAMMAD, would help him acquire additional 
followers and create more interest in his programs.

ORGANIZATION OF AFRO-AMERICAN 
UNITY, INCORPORATED (OAAU) 

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held at the MMI 
in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, New 
York City. 

' / 

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOLM X at this meeting indicates that it 
shall include "all" people of African descent in the Western 
Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters on the 
African continent. It is patterned after the ".letter and 
spirit" of the Organization of African Unity established 
(by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in 
May, 1963. 



A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at 
this meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to 
eliminate differences between Negroes so they can work 
together for "human rights," while the initial objective 
is to "internationalize" the American civil rights movement 
by taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned the 
non-violent civil rights movement and claims that Negroes 
should be taught to protect themselves, when and if necessary. 
The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes of Education, 
politics, culture, economics, and social reform. 

MALCOLM X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, 
while addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, 

New York City. 

On February 28,, 1966, a confidential source 
advised that the president and head of the OAAU is ELLA 
COLLINS, a half-sister of the late MALCOLM X, who resides 
in Boston, Massachusetts.
